FSC  food  co-op  gets  60  sign-ups 


Fitchburg  State  vuucgc  may 
soon  have  its  own  food  coop, 
offering  an  array  of  nutritious 
food  at  lower  than  average 
prices.  The  idea  for  the  Coop, 
generated  last  year  by  a  group  of 
enthusiastic  students  has 
resulted  in  several  meetings  to 
plan  and  implement  the  project. 
Over  sixty  people  signed  up  to 
work  and  actively  participate  in 
the  Coop. 

On  returning  to  school  this 
semester  the  Coop  Committee 
found  that  its  coordinator  had  not 
returned,  and  much  to  the 
Committees'  dismay,  had  not 
turned  important  information 
over  to  the  Committee.  The  Coop 
Committee  is  an  Ad-hoc  Com- 
mittee of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment  Association,   under   the 


direction  of  the  Student  Welfare 
Committee.  At  this  time.  Com- 
mittee members  are  attempting 
to  retrieve  the  information 
gathered  last  year.  Even  without 
the  information,  Committee 
members  are  moving  ahead  with 
the  reconstruction  of  last  year's 
work,  quickly  overcoming  the 
logistical  hurdles  that  must  be 
surpassed  to  move  the  Co-op  into 
operation  this  semester. 

What  Remains  to  Be  Done 
Bob  Calway,  Chairman  of 
SGA's  Student  Welfare  Com- 
mittee and  President  of  the 
Commuters  Board  has  asked  Dan 
O'Connor  (Soph.)  to  coordinate 
the  Coop  Committee's  effort. 
While  there  are  no  major 
problems  in  view  at  this  time, 
many    details    still    must    be 


finalized.  They  include: 

U  Revising  the  Food  Coop 
constitution,  resubmitting  it  to 
SGA  for  approval  by  the 
Executive  Committee  and 
Council. 

2.  Completion  of  a  "method  of 
operations"  report  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  SGA  and  the  college 
administration. 

3.  Completion  of  budget 
projections  to  prove  the  co-ops 


financial    stability    and    self- 
sufficiency. 

4.  Finalize  arrangements  to 
allow  the  Co-op  to  receive  food 
stamps  and  redeem  them. 

5.  Compilation  of  the  first 
order  form  and  price  list. 

The  first  co-op  committee 
meeting  of  this  semester  was 
held  this  weekend  ended  on  an 
optimistic  note.  It  was  felt  the 
first  food  purchase  list  could  be 


out  within  a  month  and  that  food 
stamps  as  well  as  cash  will  be 
able  to  be  exchanged  for  goods  on 
the  first  delivery  date. 

The  committee  asks  that  all 
those  interested  in  the  food  co-op 
sign  up  to  participate  on  the  list 
at  the  Student  Information  Desk 
outside  the  library.  Watch  for 
signs  for  Food  Co-op  meetings 
and  help  bring  the  idea  to 
fruition!

Rhetoric  bound  by  rules  on  editor  vote

During  the  spring  semester  of 
1977,  an  informal  meeting  of  the 
Rhetoric  staff  was  organized  by 
the  Editor-in-Chief,  Bernard 
Schultz.  to  choose  his 
replacement  for  the  coming  fall 
semester.  William  MacMillan 
was  voted  into  the  position  by  the 
small  group  of  Rhetoric  staff 
members  present. 

Since  the  spring  election, 
questions  have  arisen 
challenging  the  legality  of  the 
procedure  used  in  choosing  the 
new  editor.  The  problem  has  been 
compounded  by  MacMillan's 
sudden  and  unforeseen  decision 
to  transfer  out  of  Fitchburg  State 
College;  a  problem  which  has 
presented  members  of  the 
Student  Government  Association 


and  Rhetoric  staff  with  another 
question  that  asks  who  has  the 
power  to  choose  the  Editor  of  the 
school  newspaper  and  to  whom 
that  Editor  is  to  be  responsible. 

These  questions  seem  petty; 
however,  without  a  legal  Editor, 
the  SGA  cannot  supply  the 
Rhetoric  with  the  necessary 
funds  to  produce  a  newspaper. 
Simply  stated:  Without  a  legal 
Editor  there  is  to  be  no  money; 
without  money  there  is  to  be  no 
newspaper. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present 
semester.  Dave  Munroe, 
President  of  the  SGA,  was  in- 
formed by  numerous  unidentified 
individuals  that  MacMillan  had 
become  Editor  of  the  Rhetoric  by 
unconstitutional,  and  therefore 
illegal,   means.    Munroe   looked 


into  the  situation  and  discovered 
that  the  accusations  were  true. 
He  wrote  MacMillan  a  letter, 
informing  him  that  he  had 
assumed  the  office  of  Editor  by 
other  than  the  prescribed  means. 
Munroe  made  it  clear  that 
MacMillan  would  have  to  be 
considered  by  and  given  the 
consent  of  a  selection  committee 
before  he  could  be  considered  the 
legal  Editor  of  the  Rhetoric. 

Considering  the  inauguration  of 
unqualified  Editors  in  the  past, 
the  Rhetoric  advisor,  Dr.  William 
Keough,  stated  that  he  is  in  favor 
of  a  selection  committee.  He  said 
that  the  choosing  of  an  Editor  is 
an  important  concern.  Keough 
emphasized  the  responsibility  of 
the  leaders  of  the  newspaper 
have  to  follow  mature  and  in- 


telligent guidelines  when  saying. 
"Bernie  was  a  good  Editor,  but  I 
don't  think  he  handled  this 
matter  rightly." 

Keough  indicated  that  a 
selection  committee  should  have 
met  in  the  spring.  He  elaborated 
on  the  inefficiency  of  the  esoteric 
voting  system  employed  by 
Schultz.  listing  several  reasons 
why  MacMillan  is  an  unqualified 
man  for  the  job.  He  noted  that 
MacMillan  joined  the  staff  late, 
has  not  taken  an  introductory 
Journalism  course,  and  has  an 
inferior  knowledge  of  grammar 
and  editing. 

Keough  referred  to  Mac- 
Millan's irresponsibility  to 
confirm  his  reasons  that  criticize

An  Editorial 

Forked  tongue  coughs 

To  make  "Rhetoric"  highly  viable,  it  is  the 
intent  to  publish  the  Staff  Editorial  on  controversial 
subjects  rather  than  the  "Beauty  of  the  Mohawk 
Trail"  and  "Why  Citizens  Should  Vote." 

For  maximum  effectiveness,  since  con- 
troversial subjects  are  selected,  it  is  hoped  that 
there  will  be  letters  to  the  editor  for  publication, 
stating  individual,  as  well  as  group  view  points. 

The  theme  of  the  following  editorial  is  not  only 
smoking  but  schizophrenia  in  legislation. 

What  would  our  federal,  state,  and  local  governing  bodies  do 
if  they  knew  that  a  plant  was  being  cultivated  from  which 
products  were  derived  that  caused  illness  and  death  and 
required  inordinate  sums  of  governmental  and  private  funds  to 
he  spent  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  morbidity  and  mortality 
resulting  from  their  use? 

Of  course  we  all  know  the  answer.  They  would  create  new 
preventive  programs,  fund  new  treatment  facilities,  enact  rigid 
laws  to  prevent  the  plant's  distribution  and  use.  and  exact  the 
necessary  revenue  to  support  these  efforts  -  as  long  as  the  plant 
was  the  poppy  and  was  the  agricultural  commodity  of  a  foreign 
country. 

But  if  it  was  tobacco  and  was  grown,  processed,  and 
distributed  within  the  U.S..  what  would  our  federa'  state,  and 
local  governing  bodies  do?  Again,  .we  all  know  the 
answer.  They  would  take  such  extreme  steps  as  requiring  small 
warning  labels,  feebly  controlling  advertising,  and  providing  a 
pittance  for  a  national  smoking  prevention  effort,  while  being 
extremely  careful  not  to  inhibit  the  growth  or  distribution  of  the 
product  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  the  tobacco  growing  in- 
dustry. They  would  also  insure  that  our  citizens  were  required  to 
share  evenly  in  providing  taxes  and  insurance  costs  to  treat 
those  who  chose  to  use  tobacco  regardless  of  feeble  warnings 
and  token  programs.  They  would  heed  the  cries  of  those  whc 
proclaim  smoking  as  an  inalienable  personal  liberty  despite  the 
fact  that  even*  citizen  suffers  the  consequences  and  pays  the 
costs.  They  would  not  consider  smoking  an  environmental 
problem  similar  to  other  environmental  pollutants  and  insults. 

When  a  carcinogen  or  other  harmful  pollutant  emanates 
from  an  industry,  regulatory  action  is  taken  through  EPA.  FDA. 
OSHA.  etc.  But.  while  it  is  known  that  tobacco  is  harmful,  the 
IS  government  continues  to  provide  significantly  greater 
funding  through  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  protect  and 
promote  the  tobacco  industry  than  it  does  to  prevent  smoking  or 
protect  non-smokers  from  this  carcinogen 

Those  interested  in  environmental  health  and  other  disease 
prevention  programs  have  an  important  stake  in  supporting 
President  Carter's  hospital  cost  containment  proposal  and  the 
cost  containment  efforts  of  agencies  recently  created  by  the 
United  States  Congress.  While  we  continue  to  pour  increasing 
billions  into  the  sickness  treatment  system,  this  does  little  to 
improve  the  health  status  of  our  ~tizens  The  escalating  costs  of 
sickness  treatment  are  so  great  that  even  minimal  funding  is  not 
available  for  prevention,  the  only  program  which  will 
significantly  improve  the  nation's  health  status  Prevention  of 
smoking  is  one  of  the  known  and  basic  efforts  which  would  ef- 
fectively increase  the  life  span  of  our  citizens,  increase  health 
status,  enhance  environmental  quality,  decrease  sickness 
treatment  costs,  decrease  insurance  costs,  improve  employee 
productivity,  and  upgrade  the  enjoyment  of  living 

The  factor  contributing  most  to  the  rise  on  both  the  crude  &• 
age-adjusted  cancer  death  rates  is  lung  rancr.  which  alone 
kills  more  than  80.000  Americans  a  year  The  steady  increase  in 
lung  cancer  deaths,  mainly  in  men.  is  sufficient  to  raise  the 
cancer  death  rates  for  the  entire  population  It  is  estimated  that 
cigarette  smoking  in  this  country  is  directly  responsible  for 
about  one  third  of  all  cancers.  Tobac-'.srr.okine  is  an  etiological 
factor  for  cancers  of  the  lip.  tongue,  mouth,  larynx,  esophagus, 
lung  stomach,  bladder,  and  pancreas. 

As  individuals,  we  can  set  a  non-smoking  example  for  our 
families  and  other  citizens  and  continue  to  demand  the 
necessary  societal  efforts  to  remedy  this  scourge

plan  an  early  edition  of  the 
Rhetoric  which  would  have 
served  as  an  introductory  issue. 

MacMiilan  finally  called  the 
advisor  of  the  school  paper  two 
days  into  the  semester.  At  this 
time,  MacMiilan  informed 
Keough  of  his  intention  to  tran- 
sfer out  of  FSC.  Regardless,  he 
promised  to  help  produce  the 
paper  until  the  transfer  be 
definite.  This  commitment  was 
also  broken. 

The  incident  leads  to  the 
question  posed  by  Kevin  Burke 
who  is  presently  one  of  the  acting 
co-editors  of  the  Rhetoric.  "To 
whom  is  the  Editor  responsible?" 

Burke  is  critical  of  a  "selection 
(process)  done  in  the  back 
room."  He  noted  that  MacMiilan 
is  not  the  first  Editor  to  abandon 
the  position  at  the  last  minute. 
The  concern  is  that  he  might  not 
be  the  last. 

According  to  Munroe,  if  the 
newspaper  is  without  a  legal 
Editor,  then  it  is  without  the  one 
essential  member  who  is  per- 
mitted to  sign  away  money 
allocated  by  the  SGA  which  acts 
as  the  representative  of  the  state. 
Therefore,  the  FSC  constitution 
binds  the  SGA  and  all 
organizations  that  depend  upon  it 
for  financial  survival. 

The  Rhetoric  must  adhere  to 
the  laws  of  the  school  con- 
stitution. Article  V.  section  v  of 


the  constitution  reads: 

The  President  shall  have  the 
power  of  appointment  in  the 
following  positions  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Student  newspaper, 
the  Student  yearbook,  the  Student 
literary  magazine,  the 
Scholarship  committee,  and  the 
Awards  Committee: 

A.  All  Ad-Hoc  Committees 

B.  All  Standing  Committee 
Chairpersons 

All  appointments  shall  take 
effect  immediately  but  must  be 
approved  by  Council  at  the  next 
regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

Thus,  the  President  of  the  SGA 
does  not  select  the  Editor  of  the 
Rhetoric,  but  neither  can  the 
Rhetoric  staff  according  to  the 
Constitution.  Section  X,  part  a  of 
the  FSC  Constitution  reads: 

A  standing  committee  is  to  be 
established  to  appoint  the  Editor- 
in-Chief  of  the  Student 
Newspaper,  to  be  called  the 
selection  committee  for  the 
Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Student 
Newspaper. 

Munroe  indicated  that  the 
selection  committee  does  not 
convene  with  the  opening  of 
school.  Therefore,  it  cannot 
immediately  appoint  a  new 
Editor. 

In  light  of  these  two  passages 
taken  from  the  school's  Con- 
stitution. Munroe  acted  swiftly  in

asking  the  Student  Council  to 
pass  an  amendment  granting  him 
the  power  to  appoint  a  temporary 
Editor-in-Chief,  enabling  the 
production  of  the  newspaper  to 
proceed  unhindered.  The 
amendment  grants  Munroe  the 
power  of  appointment  "in  the 
event  of  a  sudden  vacancy." 

On  September  20,  with  the  aid 
of  Dr.  Keough's  endorsement. 
Munroe  appointed  Daniel 
Weitzner  and  Kevin  Burke  acting 
co-Editors  of  the  Rhetoric  with 
the  unanimous  approval  of 
Council. 

Weitzner  and  Burke  will 
remain  in  charge  until  the 
selection  committee  assembles. 
They  may  then  apply  for  the 
position  of  Editor-in-Chief  for  the 
present  school  year. 

When  asked  if  he  is  in  favor  of 
SGA's  semi-control  of  the 
selection  process,  Weitzner 
replied,  "Since  they  dispense  the 
money,  they  should  have  some 
say."  He  added,  "The  choice  of 
Editor  directly  affects  the 
student  body." 

However,  Weitzner  stipulated 
that  the  SGA's  choice  should  be 
ultimately  contingent  upon  the 
approval  of  the  English 
Department.  The  use  of  a 
selection  committee  fulfills  this 
obligation  -  plus;  the  Con- 
stitution clearly  demanding  that 
the  committee  consist  of  two 
members  of  the  previous 
Rhetoric  staff,  one  member  of  the 
Fitchburg  Industrial  Arts 
Association,  one  student  from  the 
Student  Literary  Magazine,  and 
one  student  from  the  English 
Department  -  the  advisor  of  the 
Rhetoric  participating  in  a  non- 
voting, consultory  capacity  on 
the  committee.  A  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Student  Council  can 
override  the  decision  of  the 
selection  committee. 

When  asked  if  he  agrees  with 
Munroe's  procedure.  Dr.  Keough 
stated,  "our  situation  with  SGA  is 
livable.  To  my  knowledge,  they 
haven't  interferred."
